Washington, Oct. 21.— Condemna­ 
tion in the most vigorous language 
of the judicial recall and the labor

legislation were made in committee 
reports submitted today at the an ­ 
nual convention of the American liar 
Association. 


Of Judicial recall advocates, 
one 
committee said: 
“They would sub­ 
stitute in the place of the caretul 
judgment of a tribunal of triers ex­ 
perienced in the trial of taet> and 
learned in the law, the arbitrary and 
capricious pre-judgment of com para­ 
tively incapable arbitrators declared 
itt a mass meeting or at a referendum 
eelel ion.” 
“The new legislation discriminates 
against the successful man. 
another 
committee said of the Clayton anti­ 
trust bill. 
“ It snatches the prize 
from 
the 
hopeful and energetic. 
And by leg­ 
alizing weapons of offense on the 
part of labor unions, it encourages 
lawless labor 
leaders. 
There 
are 
some who love the 
excitement 
and 
notoriety of strikes and 
profit 
b\ 
them." 


The committee to o p p o s e the ju ­ 
dicial recall delivered a vigorous de­ 
nunciation of Chief Justice Walter 
Clark, of the North Carolina 
s u ­ 
preme court without mentioning his 
name, because of his advocacy of re­ 
call of decisions. 


“Some the would disavow social­ 


i s t s as s u c h are never the less the 
allies of t hi- socialistic doe trine’’ the 
committee 
reported. 
“Within 
tm* 


p a s t year a chief justice of one ot 
the oldest 
states, 
in 
an 
address 
avowedly intended tor the people ot 
the entire nation held up to derision 
our federal constitution, its makers 
and its expounders as a basis for his 
advocacy of the decision recall and 
of other changes in our form of gov­ 
ernment. 
llis attack upon the Fed­ 
eral constitution and upon our sys­ 
tem of government has 
never been 
surpassed in malignant vituperation 
by that of any S o c i a l i s t doctrinaire." 


Partial approval was given by the 
committee to the “Ohio plan” which 
provides that no act of thd legisla­ 
ture, duly approved by the executive 
and not vetoed by the people through 
the referendum, shall he declared un­ 
constitutional by the state supreme 
court, unless at least of the seven 
judges concur. 
“We are not advocating the Ohio 
plan, but simply suggested that, for 


e x i s t i n g 
insufficiencies 
which 
are 
recognized by the generally it o ff e r s 
some elements of remedy consistent 
with our form of government” the 
committee said. 
The judicial recall amendments to 
be voted upon in K ansas and Minne­ 


sot a next mo nt h were singled out for 
particular denunciation. 
These 
re ­ 
quire a separate recail election, apart 
from the election of the successor of 
the deposed judge, in case the re­ 
call is successful. 
“ By eliminating one of the inciden­ 
tal objections to the judicial 
recall, 
these m e a s u r e s , thus 
sugar-coated 
were fed lo and swallowed 
by

legislatures 
of

two 
states, 
where, without midification, the recall 
o f judges had been previously re­ 
jected," the report read.
